HOW DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA I8
GOVERNED,

City Under the Direct Control of Con-
gress—Was Incorporated in 1802
with a Population of Only
3,Cco.

The city of Washington was not In-
corporated until 1802, at which time
its population was only about 3,000,
The government thon was entirely difs
ferent from the present form,

Its charter provided for a mayor, ta
be appoluted annually by the presi
dent, and for a city councll of 12 mem-
bers, to be selected by the white male
inhgbitants who had paid taxea the
previous yoar.

The corporation had authority to
levy taxes, provide police, health and
bullding regulations, to maintain and
repair streets and to do other things
usually done by municipal corpora-
tions.

In 1812 a slight change was made,
the mayor. being selected by the quall.
fled voters. This act also gave en-
larged powers to the corporation, It
Is Interesting to note that prior to 1812
nefther the mayor nor the membors
of the councd recelved any pay for
thelr services.

Slight changes were again made in
1820, from which date until 1871, when
the charter was rovoked and a ndw
form of munieipal government was es-
tablished, the mayor was elecied by
the vote of the qualified electors. The
board of aldermen and common coun-
cll elected by the taxpayers continued
to legislate for the city.

Conslderable diplomacy had to be
used In securing the land necossary
for the city. Ninaeteen of the proprie
tors, In conslderation of the groat
benefit they expected to derive from
having the federnl elty lald off upon
their land, finally agreed to convey all
their land to the president or the com-
missioners appolnted by him under
these conditions: ‘

Firat—They were to recelve no com-
pensation for the land taken for
streets, the title to which should be
In the Unlted States,

Second—"The president woas author-
fzed to retai. ag many squares as he
thought necesuary for publle lmprove-
ment or other public uses, for which
land they should receive $66 2-3 an
acre. .

Third—The balance was to be lald
out in lots, one half to go to the
United States, the other hall to the
owners of the land.

The money received from the sale
of lots belonging to the United States
was to be used In pa;lns for the land
taken for public use and In erecting
public bulldings. Other land was ob-
tained by condemnation.

The changes made in 1871 provided
a muniecipal government for the entire
district, The executive oflicer was a
governor, appointed by the president,
for & term of four years. The legisla-
tive body was an assembly composed
of & council and & house of delegates,
the members of the former belng ap-
pointed by the president, the mem-
bers of the latter clected by the quall-
fled voters.

The district was allowed a delegatle
in the house of representatives, who
was also elected by the qualified
voters, and who was a member of the
committea on the Distriet of Columbia
of the house of representatives, There
were several boards provided, the
principal one belug the board of pub-
lic works, composed of the governor
und four other persons, which had au-
thority to make bullding regulations,

In the District of Columbia all real
and personal property, except the
property of the United States and the
Digtrict, property of forcign govern-
ments used for legatlon purposes,
church property, property used for

! educational property and farm land

are taxea at the rate of one and one
half per cent, Land used for farming
purpobes is taxed at one per cent. The
law provides that to the extent con-
gress shall approve the estimates
made by the commlissloners it shall
appropriate one-half thereof from the
revenues of the District of Columbia
and one-half from the treasury of the
United States, so that the general gov-
ernment pays one-half, the other half
being ralsed by taxation.

The distriet has no delegate in con-
gross as the territorles have, The
commigsioners appear before the com-
mittee of the house and the commit-
tee of the senate on the District of
Columbia to urge the legislation they
think necessary, and before the appro-
priation committee to explaln the
financial needs of the district,

The schools are under a board of
education appointed by the judges of
the supreme court of the district, and
consisting of nlne members, three of
whom must be women, There are 12
medical Inspectors for the schools,
working under the health officer of the
diatrict,

The judiciary of the Distriet of
Columbia conslsts of a court of ap
peals, which I8 composed of a chlef
justice and two assoclate Justices; a
gupreme court, composed of a chief
justice and five associate justices; a
police court of two judges; justices of

the peace and several United States

commissloners. All of these judges
and justices of the peace are appoint-
ed by the president. The judges are

eontinued by the senate, and hold of- |

flce durlng good behavior, The jus-
tices of the peace are appointed for w
term of four years—Ohlo Magazice,

Nearly 100,000 of the Raco Are Living
in the City.

More colored people live In Wash-
Ington than In any ‘other city, 95,000
of the total population of 330,000 be-
ing Afrlean, Many Washington ool
ored people are among the moat ad-
vanced of their race, and Washington
is the only city where there s a dis-
tinet Afro-Aterican soclety which ap-
plles the stundards of American mor-
als and manners to it own conduet
While the colored people are repre
sented on the school board, have
places of honor and profit under the
district government and enjoy equal-
ity before the law, the presence of
such large numbers of the race s
purtly responsible for Washington's
peculinr government, for not all Wash-
Ington colored ‘people are of the bet-
tor class, Many of them wre lgnorant
and whiftless, and the eriminal ree-
ords of the distrlet show thia lower
claas In an unfavorable light. The
last annual report showed that of the
total number of births amoug the col-
ored*population of the eily, more thian
25 per cent. were |llogitimate. It
would be practically lmposgsible to por-
obide congress, as at present constl-
tuted, to give the Distriet of Columbla
suffragoe on the South Carolina plan
and thus ellminate the colored vote.
If universal manhood sullrage was
granted, the natlonal capital would be
ruled by the colored people, and there
I8 no party or faction In congress,
however small, which Is willlng that
such a condition of affalrs should be
brought about. This econdition deters
agitation for the sullrage.—N. O.
Times-Democrat,
